In England and Scotland 
farm ers 
learned long ago the value of dogs 
to farm work. T h em the universal cus­ 
tom 1b to have dogs daily do 
their 
p art the sam e as trusty hired men. 
H ere in America, however, few farm ­ 
er s know the value of a well-trained 
dog. 
W e are the losers because of 
this fact. 
W e will learn, of course, 
In years to com e; and working dogs 
th a t are a dally help will replace the 
countless farm help “m isfits” now’ Im­ 
posing on th e farm er’s generosity. 
It on ce happened that the ow ner o f 
so m e sh ee p dogs worked them back 
and forth am ong /lock s of sheep at 
th e sa m e place w here m any farm ers 
w ere assem b led in convention. 
The 
farm ers w itn essed the work the dogs 
w ere doing as the sheep w ere moved 
from barns to pasture, through pens, 
g a tes and lanes. 
T hey w ere amazed 
to find them so helpful and wondered 
at their Intelligence. 
T h ey saw them 
go quietly around the ed ges of a pas­ 
ture and gather In the sh eep from 
far aw ay, while the ow ner waited at 
th e gate. 
They saw’ them herd the 
sheep along the lanes, doing work tw o 
m en could not have done. 
And they 
profited by w hat they saw. 
They began to believe that the use­ 
ful dog will eventually be on m ost 
Am erican farm s, 
when 
we get to

ference that the invaders, except in 
Mexico and Peru, have not destroyed, 
but are constantly building up.
